A graduate of Ecole Polytechnique and the Imperial College of Science and 
Technology, University of London, Mr. Lamarre has received honorary degrees from St. 
Francis-Xavier University and the University of Waterloo. He is a fellow of the 
Engineering Institute of Canada and the Canadian Society for Civil Engineering.

Lamarre is also Chairman of the Board of the Museum of Fine Arts and the Canada 
Development Investments Corporation. Mr. Lamarre has been active in fund-raising as 


Head of the Professional Division of the Concordia University Capital Campaign.
